which they need to pursue their labors.

"The account of the state with the
moneyed interests is sufficient for the

i sustenance of these rural forces and I
seek solely the assistance of the citi-
zens who love order and progress to

J enlist and present their labors to the
end all private necessities for the form-
ation of the rural corps.

"Therefore I call upon all Chihua-hua- ns

of good will, to those who,
knowing their duties as citizens and
patriots, they know that the only form
by which it is possible to succeed is by
the method of the union. To those that
understand that only the legally con-
stituted government is able to give all
kinds of guarantees to the property, to
the lives of the inhabitants and to the
honor of the families; and I request
that all these will present to the poli-
tical authorities of the various towns a
manifestation of their disposition to
facilitate by the personal aid in all
matters and will be repaid justly for
the service they give.

"I have absolute confidence in the
noble and elevating sentiments of the
Chihuahuan p'eople who have always
been disposed to maintain the order of
its institutions, who have shed their
blood defending our principles 'rigor-
ously and who have not stopped at any
sacrifice to aid the authorities when
they required their help for the pur-
pose of sustaining a just cause. I
have absolute confidence and I hope
with faith that they will respond to
this"call for the reestablishment of or-
der for the guarantee of all interests
of society and for the Ideal of which
the state of Chihuahua has been work-
ing with peace and tranquility, that It
may be possible to continue with
progress. In this manner we may serve
not only the state of Chihuahua but the
entire republic, the fatherland of which
we form a part as do all Mexicans.

"Washington, D. C, Dec 28. The rev-luti- on

in Mexico is a frequent subject
of discussion in the national capital
both in the press and in public In a
public address, judge L. R. Wilfley,
who was attorney general of th- - Phil-
ippines when president Taft was gov- -

ernor, declared that the unrest in Mex-
ico at present is not a protest against
the Diaz administration, but is caused
by the fact that the peopie ara uncer-
tain as to the successor of Diaz.

"The Mexican people can cope with
the problem oi selecting Diaz's suc-
cessor," said judge "Wilfley, "by choos-
ing a man who is popular throughout
the country and can control the army.
The party that opposes Diaz is com-
posed of the young men, whose educa-
tion and consequent interest in the gov-
ernment Isy the result of the schools
Diaz built. Their desire is for greater
power in the municipalities and this
will be given them as soon as they
have shown themselves able to bear
the responsibilities incident to self
rule.

"Concerning the revolutions them-
selves," said the judge, "it is found
that they are uniformly local in scope J

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ICEBERGS.

How Those Found In the Ncrth At-

lantic Are Formed.
The distance covered by an iceberg

of the north Atlantic from the time
It is formed until it reaches the banks
is fully 2,500 miles. It may have been
afloat for a year, exposed to wide
changes of temperature, battered by
ice floes, possiblj-- other bergs and
ceaselessly washed by the waves. Yet
some of those seen 2.000 miles south
of their starting point are nearly 300
feet in height and truly of majestic
proportions, often 1,000 or more feet
in length, while it is an established
scientific fact that so much more of
the bulk Is under water than is visible
that the largest bergs may extend .into
the ocean to a depth of over half a
mile.

Their enormous size when they be
come detached from the glaciers i

proved by the observations of explor
ers along the Greenland coast. A fev.
years ago a berg was measured a
nearly as possible around the edges
This distance was about five miles
It had several peaks estimated U
range from 300 to 5C0 feet high. Judg-
ing from its appearance. It was a solid
mass that had separated in its entirety
from the glacial edge of Greenland.

As arctic navigators who venture
far north often see a score or more oi

j great bergs in a day, the tremendous
glacial activity in tnis region can be
appreciated. The majority of, these
that drift to the Grand banks come
from Melville bay. Some of the dis-

tinct glaciers that terminate the Green- -

j land ice cap on this coast extend along
it a distance of fully twenty-fiv- e miles.
Their thickness or height can only be
estimated, but in places near the open
sea it is believed to be several hun-
dred feet.

Recent examinations of this coast
show that during the short summer
the formation of bergs in the bay is
almost continuous. The glacial move-
ment keeps pressing the Ice forward
until a thick stratum often projects
many feet beyond that beneath. After
a time the great weight overcomes the
tensile strength of the mass and it
falls into the sea, and a berg is cre-
ated. Day Allen Wllley in Scientific
American.

A Frog'3 Nest.
In Brazil a species of tree frog con-

structs in the water a curious nest, or
fortifications, to protect its eggs and
young from the attacks of fish. Start-
ing at the bottom of a pond, the moth-
er frog erects a circular, tubelike waL
of mud which at the top projects above
tne surface, of the water. In the watei
thus inclosed the eggs are laid, and
when they have hatched out the frog's
young are secure from enemies until
they are able to take care tf them-
selves.
